THE INVESTIGATION OF MESMERISM. 


1’rofcssor Barrett, of the Iioyal College 
of Science for Ireland, lias been speaking 
to the public upon the work of the Society 
for Physical Research. A inong other topics 
alluded io was that ol mesmerism, and 
som e account of his report in that regard 
will he interesting. Concerning it and the 
researches of the society into it during the 
p ast three years, the distinguished scientist 
declares that while the mesmeric state, 
w ith accompanying phenomena, may he 
simulated, just as coma or epilepsy may be 
sim ulated, we can no m ore doubt the ex­ 
istence of a genuine mesmeric trance than 
we can doubt the genuineness of epilepsy. 
The experiments of the society were eon- 
ducted m ainly by G. A. Smith, of Brighton, 
and in the presence of men fitted by cuit­ 
a re and experience to investigate, and not 
likely to be deceived. These three points 
were given especial attention: The dom i­ 
nance in the subject or mesmerized person 
of an idea suggested hv the inesmerizer. 
the transference of sensations, independ­ 
ently of the senses and w ithout suggestion 
from the operator to tiie subject; the induc­ 
tion of general or local antcsthesia. 
Air. Sm ith operated upon the patients 
according to the usual formula, the subject 
looking intently at a bright disc held in the 
hand, w hile Sm ith would m ake the usual 
slow downward passes, concluding with 
thum b pressure between the eyes and a 
comm and to open the eyes, which, if not 
possible, is taken to be evidence of a m es­ 
meric siate. 
In this state 
ho would 
control the 
muscles 
and will of the 
subject, 
precisely as 
in America au­ 
diences 
in 
nearly 
every town have 
seen done by traveling lecturers. One 
of the investigators was placed in the state, 
and the company, believing him uncon­ 
scious, began to talk about him freely. On 
being restored ho related all that bad been 
said, but declared bo had found him self 
unable to speak a word of interruption. 
The subjects were found to be easily in ­ 
fluenced as the operator might desire, and 
m ade to act under tlie most absurd hallu­ 
cinations, and in such a way as to utterly 
disabuse the mind <>f any suspicion of 
cheat or collusion between the subject and 
«iterator. 
As, for instance, one subject 
was m ade to eat a part of a candle, under 
the belief that it was sponge-cake, to ac­ 
cept salt for sugar, to lose the sense of sight 


its to one object and retain it as to all others, 
to m im ic animals, pieces of machinery, 
etc.; to leap as a frog or move as a hear, 
and to go to ends involving personal in­ 
jury. 
In m any case» the assumptions of 
strange parts were marvelously fine, and 
beyond the possibility of the powers of the 
subject in his norma! condition. 
Tli 
society became convine,-<1 by its e x p e ri­ 
m ents—not one of which is unfam iliar to 
th e public, as all have been given in this 
country during forty years past—th a t in 
this abnorm al state there is a comm unity 
of sensation between operator and subject, 
or, as the scientists of the Com mission put 
it, “ a transference ol sensation from the 
operator to the subject” 
a phenom uion 
“ closely allied to thought transference.’’ 
They add, says 1’rofcssor Barrett, that “ it 
differs, however, in that the precipient is 
here in the mesmeric sleep, and nut, there 
fore, in his norm al state." 
A subject in 
the mesmeric sleep was made to sutler pain 
by the infliction of pain upon the person of 
the operator, and in every case the sub­ 
ject indicated 
the correct 
mem ber or 
part of the body m anipulated by pinch­ 
ing and pricking with needlcs.treadingupon 
th e toes, etc., and in most cases a large 
screen separated the operator and the sub­ 
ject at the tim e, and in some instances they 
were put into difieren* rooms, so that codes 
o f signals could not he used. 
In the ex­ 
perim ents on anwsthesia the s. iety, says 
Professor Barrett, satisfied itself that it is 
possible to induce “ either a general insus­ 
ceptibility to pain inflicted on any part of 
the person—and this state generally existed 
even w hile he was acutely sensitive to 
pains inflicted on the operator; or an tui- 
scsthesia of some specified part of the sub­ 
ject's body, chosen by ourselves. Thus a 
lim b or a part of a limb, afleir being 
stroked two or three times by the opera­ 
tor's hands, would assume a condition of 


perfect rigidity, in which pinching, prick­ 
ing, burning, or strong electric shocks, 
might he applied w ithout producing the 
slightest protest or sign of pain. This con­ 
dition would last fo- a considerable period; 
indeed, the Committee on Mesmerism have 
not yet observed a case in w hich rigidity, 
w hen once fully induced in a sensitive sub­ 
ject, lias disappeared of its own accord.” 
The Commission of the society decides, 
finally, th at mesmeric sym pathy is conso­ 
nant w ith the experim ents in thought 
transference in the norm al state. 
B ut it 
concludes w ith the questions which rem ain 
unanswered : “ Is this anaesthesia produced 
by mere expectant attention exercised in a 
particular state of the nervous system ? Is 
it the culm inating exam ple or illustration 
of the dominance of a suggested idea ? < >r 
is it the result o f the inhibition o f certain 
sensory centers in consequence, perhaps, of 
prolonged or unusual stim ulation of the 
extrem ities of the nerves? Lastly, can it 
be the result of some specific effluence from 
the operator,which acts w ithout actual con­ 
tact, independently of the subject’s knowl­ 
edge or expectation ? ” 


W ith the suspension of '* The Continent' 
Judge Tourgec lost the best m eans he has 
enjoyed of addressing the public in favor 
of a uational educational fund for the 
South. B ut he has not wavered, having 
returned to his old method, and is now out 
in a book. “ An Appeal to Ctesar,” in favor 
of his plan. W hen it took form in the 
shape of Senator Blair's bill, it received 
considerable support. 
W e felt convinced 
from the first that it is not in the line of 
good policy. We believe the people will 
not give it approval. T he longer it is con­ 
sidered the more indefensible it appears. 
To be sure it is a strong point made in its 
favor to say that it is the duty of the nation 
to protect the voter and to m akehim intelli­ 
gent at the ballot-box is the best m eans of 
affording him protection. But against this 
rises up the chief objection to the whole 
scheme—to do th at for a State w hich it 
should 
do 
for 
itself, 
is 
to render 
it 
enervate and 
unam bitious, and to 
build 
up 
in 
th e 
people 
a 
belief 
that 
the 
nation should do for them 
duties wholly their own. Besides tins, it 
is to be rem embered that in the South, dur­ 
ing the present 
campaign. Democratic 
speakers have openly declared that the 
Southern Democrats have tired of paying 
school taxes to educate negroes. Shall the 
country at large now be taxed to do for the 
people of the South neglected educational 
duty? If the South proposes to carry out 
the policy indicated, it will certainly give 
the death blow to the patriotic philan­ 
thropy typified in the B lair bill. The 
American people believe in helping those 
who make some effort to help themselves. 
Upon every State of the U nion is imposed 
by solemn obligation the duty o f m aintain­ 
ing a free school system. There is no State 
in all the South not fully equal to this 
duty. To perm it any of them to shirk it, 
is to visit burdens unequally upon the 
sister Stutes uf the Union. 


LAST NIGHT’S NEWS. 


It is adm itted—by the charges m ade by 
both parties—that there have been from 
5,000 to 2,500 false registrations in San 
Francisco. Five persons have been laid by 
the heels by a United States Grand Jury 
as guilty of falsely registering. One of 
these, a Democratic stuffer of the list, has 
been tried, convicted and sentenced—the 
extrem e penalty of the law being visited 
upon him . lie is to be im prisoned three 
years and m ust pay a line of .so'.K). 
Any 
mercy shown to this crim inal would have 
been misspent. There is no protection to 
the ballot-box except the integrity of the 
registry lists is preserved. Two other al­ 
leged registry stufiers arc to be tried to-day, 
and ii' found guilty severe punishm ent 
should be meted out to them . Tiie proba­ 
bility is that the most of the fraudulently 
registered will hesitate lo n g before now of­ 
fering to vote, and that a m ajority of them 
will keep clear of the polls on election day. 
Still, it mils' ho rememiiere-.l that the m en 
who will falsely swear to obtain registry 
are of the desperate class, an 1 accustomed 
to “ taking chances.” 
It is therefore prob­ 
able that a great m any fraudulent votes 
will be offered in San Francisco Tuesday 
week. Only by the utm ost vigilance of 
both parties can the guilty he ferreted oat. 
Both the Democratic and Republican m an­ 
agers profess to he anxious to prevent elec­ 
tion frauds. An excellent opportunity is 
now afforded them to meet upon common 
ground and work together to give their 
declarations the fortification uf works.
